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Wer Mens Hearts began to fail them, and they 
egan to reflect on me, ſaying, This was my . 
Heck. And as we came near the Shoar, the 
ore they were afraid; ſo that every Rock, 
they made to be a Boat; ſo that I had very 
much to do to keep them quiet; ſaying many 
times, Give way my Lads, we ſball get a Shoar 
in 4 little time. All this time I had not the 
leaſt Fear on me: At laſt we came within 30 
or 40 Yards of the Shoar ; then I commanded 
to turn the Boat; then I ſaid to one, that 1 
that there be no Men in them, for I fear not the 
Men. in the Boa; and turning my ſelf about, 
with my Back to the Shoar, to heave the 
Grapling, the very ſame Man cryed gut, Lord 
have Mercy on u, There are Turks in the Buſhes 
on Shoar.

And 
when the Turks were riſen, I cauſed our Men 
to lay their Oars croſs the Boat; for that 
was all that was betwixt us, and bid the Men,

And your many Fears have brought [one 
me alſo; therefore now behave your ſelves like M 
and be not Aead.

_ theſe Words unto them; all this While #he 
Turks ſtood up; Then I remained in Silence 
conſiderable time, - and was very low in m 
Mind: At laſt all Fear was taken away, and 
Life aroſe, and Courage increaſed again; and 
it was with me, 1's better to ſirike a Blom, b 
to cleave a Man's Head, or cut off an Arm ; ind 
I turned the Hook of the Boat- hook into m 
Hand, then I conſidered to ſtrike them that? 
was next me, which was the weakeſt, I 
ſhould have ſtill the ſtrongeſt to Encounter; 
at which F got into the middle of the Boat, 
upon the main Thaughts, then I ſtruck the 
Captain a ſmart Blow, and bid him ſit down, - 
which he did inſtantly, and ſo did all the 
reſt, without any more Blows; then I ſtep'd:
